How the Czar Escaped the 
Murderous Bomb- 
Throwers. 


The Desperate Attempt to As- 
sassinate the Emperor 
Last Sunday. 


A Timely Discovery by the Po- 
lice Prevents a Ter- 
rible Tragedy. 


Capture of the Conspirators Armed With 
Dynamite Bombs—The Day Selected for 
the Deed by the Would-Be Assassins the 
Anniversary of the Murder of the Pres- 
ent Czar’s Father on the Same Spot— 
Thirty Persons, Male and Female, Im- 
plicated in the Plot, Arrested by the Po- 
lice—Description of the Bombhs—Ofiicial 
Admissions Regarding the Affair. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March 17.—[Copyright 1887,}—It 
was not until yesterday that it was seriously be- 
lieved that there had really been a desperate 
attempt made to assassinate the Czar, the 

Standard alone having 

had the first hint of it 

on Monday. The 
other papers seemed 
disposed to belittle it 

or to cast doubts as to 

the genuineness of the 
story.

It was the anniversary of the murder of 
Alexander II., and the Emperor and the Court 
attended in the morning the usual commem- 
oration service in the Fortress Cathedral of 
St. Peter and St. Paul, where the sov-

This was about 
2 o’clock in the afternoon, the 
same hour, it will be noticed, at which the 
late Emperor was asassinated, and to make 
the resemblance still more remarkable, it was 
also Sunday afternoon. Meanwhile, the socret 
police agents, who always throng the streets 
through which the Emperor passes, had been 


watching 
ONE OR TWO SUSPECTED INDIVIDUALS 


hanging about the pavements near the corner 
of the Newsky Prospect and the great Moskaia, 
and had arrested one with a bomb or grenade 
under hisarm. Four other men are said to 
have been arrested directly afterwards. The 
explosive machine, filled with material enough 
to kill thirty persons in the crowd, was in 
the shape and form of a book, which could 
be carried by a student under the arm 
without attracting any particular attention. 
But it appears thatalong and peculiar tape 
attached to it slipped down and attracted the 
attention of the detectives. It was evidently 
intended that the bomb should be exploded by 
atug at this tape afterit had been thrown or 
laid downin the road. It appears, however, 
that on Friday the detectives noticed suspl- 
cious individuals loitering about the Newsky 
Prospect, near the Anitschoff Palace, and ful- 
lowed them into a tea shop, where they took 
off their coats. Each had some apparently 
precious parcel, which he laid down 
carefully on the table or on the 
floor. Ot these six men one had a 
large book, another a bag and a third a 
parcel. This was reported to the authorities 
and an order was given to keep an eye on the 
men. On Sunday they were followed from 
their lodgings across the river to the places 
where they were arrested, just before the 
Emperor, who, with his eldest son, was 
seated ina sledge, was about to leave the 
Cathedral. They had made every preparation 
to escape, and if they had not been arrested in 
the nick of time, the Czar and Czarowitz 
would in all probability have 
MET A HORRIBLE DEATH, 

for the objects which these miscreants were 
carrying so carefully were dynamite bombs, 
and the book proved to be a hollow 
case containing a bottle of dynamite sur- 
rounded by poisoned bullets, The Emperor's 
horses were stopped just asthey were started 
and he was persuaded to take the other route 
to the station. The prisoners were all young 
men. Two ofthem were dressed in new uni- 
versity uniforms, and one was & Cossack stu- 
dent from the Don district. The owner of the 
deadly volume contrived to throw it down at 
the Prefect’s residence, but, iuckily, it did 
not explode. A ovloneiof artillery, however, 
who was called in as an expert, inegationsly | poares 
tasted the sticky stuff adhering to the bullets 
and feli down unconscious.

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always a great press of traffic, the Imperial 
sleigh would have been obliged, like the rest, 
to slacken speed and turn the corner very 
siowly, which operation would, of course, 
have given the desired opportunity to 
THE WOULD-BE ASSASSINS. 
All the district heads of police were immedi- 
ately summoned before Gen. Gresser, the 
Prefeet, and recetved orders to make an im- 
mediate search throughout the city. Over 
one hundred suspected individuals were ar- 
rested before night, but many of them were 
afterward released. A special council was 
held on the subject on Sunday night under 
the presidency of the Czar’s eldest brother, 
the Grand Duke Viadimir. The would-be 
assassin is described as of short stature, and 
he remains silent to all inquiries. It is stated 
by some that his lodgings have been discovered 
on the north side of the Neva; that his fellow- 
lodger there has been arrested, and that other 
bombs and explosive materials have been 
seized. On the other hand, it is stated on 
good authority that the headquarters of this 
new band of conspirators have not yet been 
discovered. 
ADDITIONAL DETAILS. 

Additional details received from St. Peters- 
burg state that Gen. Gresser, the Chief of Po- 
lice at St. Petersburg, personally took part in 
the arrest of the would-be assassins. It ap- 
pears that the Czarina was greatly agitated on 
becoming aware of the narrow escape of her 
husband and son. One of the conspirators ar- 
rested carried an explosive bomb under his 
armpit, while another carried a sham book 
filled with dynamite and poisoned bul- 
lets, which has already been described. 
The sham book was s0 well constructed that 
any observer would have taken it foralaw 
code, the title of which was printed on its 
back. All of the would-be assassins carried 
poison concealed on their persons, and itis 
assumed that it was their intention to commit 
suicide if they should be taken by the police. 
As it happened, however, they had no oppor- 
tunity of swallowing the deadly drugs with 
which they were provided. On the nizht fol- 
lowing the capture of the would-be assassins 
alarge number of arrests were made in all 
parts of the capital. On the Vassil Ostroff 
alone fifty persons were taken, among them 
being twenty females attending the lectures 
at the Bestucheff Institute. 

OFFICIAL ADMISSIONS. 

The Standard’s special correspondent, 
telegraphing from bBerlin Tuesday night, 
states: ‘‘Official telegrams have at length 
been received from 8st. Petersburg ad- 
mitting the truth of the Standard 
telegram about the plot and the ar- 
rest of a number of persons with explosives. 
I hear from a good source that more than fifty 
arrests have been made, including ten men 
with explosives in their possession; that is, 
four besides the six whom I mentioned in my 
telegrant on Monday night. One bomb was 
actually thrown before the sleigh in which the 
Emperor was driving, but it did not burst be- 
cause it fell on the soft snow.’’ 

THE CZAR INCENSED. 

A well-informed correspondent telegraphs 
from Berlin as follows: ‘‘Itis stated that the 
Czar was much incensed at the discovery of 
the plot and particularly at the alleged par- 
ticipation of s0 many oflicersinit. The effect 
of the discovery, however, is said to have been 
to strengthen the position ofthe Panslavists 
who, while pushing the Czarto an aggressive 
foreign palicy, have always advocated his ab- 
solute supremacy in matters temporal as 
wellas spiritual. Ifthis be really the effect 
which the plots have had, the consequences 
will be serious. They will bring on war very 
speedily. It is the constant cry of the 
Panslavits that the Czar has been insulted by 
the Bulgarians and that he must assert his 
mastery over them 

AT ANY PRICE. 
If his majesty be brought to look upon these 
men as the mainstay of his throne and if he 
suffer himselfto be pushed forward by them 
he will dosomething reckless. One must con- 
sider, however, that when an autocrat finds 
hisown subjects disaffected, he is very prone 
to turn toward brother monarchs for sym- 
pathy and counsel. In his present distressing 
circumstances the Czar is sure to meet with 
very warm personal sympathy from the Em- 
peror of Austria and the German Emperor. 
The purely human bond created by these 
sympathies may perhaps be strong enough to 
withstand even the pressure of Panslavist in- 
trigues. But this is only a hope, not a proba- 
ability to be reckoned with. One must always 
remember thatthe Czar lives amid a treble 
circle of bayonets and drawn swords, hears 
only the muffled echoes of the world’s rumors 
and sees all things as through a giass, darkly. 
CONGRATULATED BY THE POPE. 

RomME,. March 17.—The Pope has telegraphed 
to the Czar congratulating him on his escape 
from assassination. 

PLOTTED BY NIHILISTS. 

St. PETERSBURG, Murch 17.—The plot to as- 
sassinate the Czar which was to have been 
carried out last Sunday was arranged by mem- 
bers of the Terrorist section of the Nihilists, 
and no connection with it has been traced to 
the faction which is conducting the Constitu- 
tionalist agitation, although this faction has 
assumed the character of a secret society with 
widespread ramifications. Several hundred 
persons affiliated with the Constitutionalist 
agitation have, however, recently been ar- 
rested.

After extending a most 
friendly greeting to 
his French visitor he 
said: ‘‘I am glad to 
see you at this time, 
whenthe great cloud |, 
is completely dis- 
persed, for noone can ‘ 
desire peace moretban ¥ $7 
I do.

who wanted war. At onetime I thought, fora 
moment, that all would be spoiled and that I 
should be obliged to take my arms down from 
their peg and, with my friends, start once 
more for the frontier, For, you see, much as 
Idesire to live at peace with France, I would 
not show any want of zeal for war should she 
attack or flreaten us. Iattribute my popu- 
larity in Germany to this attitude, which Ihave 
never changed for an instant. It was notI 
who demanded Alsace-Lorraine; it was the 
military party, who were convinced that Meta 
and Strasburg were necessary for the security 
of our frontier.’’

Don’t suppose, 
that I have any fault to find with the efforts 
which Gen. Boulanger is making to put your 
army in a state of defense. I would not inter- 
fere in these matters. There has been here 
since people became calmera general feeling 
of relief.’’ 

‘*‘But you are always ready,’’ said M. De 
Lesseps to the Prince, ‘‘while we are, perhaps, 
not yet as well prepared as you. However, if 
Germany should attack France, there would 
not this time be among usachild who would 
not be arined.’’

OWES A MILLION. 


The Flight of Walter FE. Lawton of New/s 


York With Trust Funds. 


New York, March 17.—Sheriff Grant has 
geized the place of business of Walter E. 
Lawton, at 31 Broadway, who did business 
under the firm name of Lawton brothers, as 
fertilizers, under attachments from Judge 
Donohue of the Supreme Court on creditors’ 
claims amounting to $245,000. Itis charged that 
Lawton has absconded to defraud his credi- 
tors, that he has disposed of his property and 
taken a large amount of money with him. 
Lawton was a Director in the Delta Azotin 
Company and was entrusted with $100,000 in 
‘notes to discount forthecompany. On March 
15 Lawton is said to have absconded with the 
proceeds of the discounted notes. The disap- 
pearance of Lawton has created a great 
deal of apprehension, and it is gener- 


iy believed that he is bankrupt. He 
eft the office on Tuesday afternoon as usual fo 
oto his home on the Hudson and has not 
een seen since. To-day lis cashier states 
that several attachments were obtained, but 
outside of that nothing is known. The 
amount of his liabilities are estimated atabout 
$1,000,000. Mr. Lawton is a widower and the 
sole representative of the firm, his brother, 
who was associated with him, having died 
some time ago. 
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and took the money with him. Lawtons. be- 
fore his departure, destroyed all stubs, checks 
and papers of every kind from which any in- 
formation could be secured as to the disposi- 
tion of funds and property. Joseph D. Jones 
placed in Lawton’s care on Tuesday on behalf 
of the company $12,000. This is also gone.

The Illustrious Pianist Ejected From the 
Royal Opera-House at Berlin. 
Berlin (March 1) Correspondent London Times. 

‘Last evening the Royal Opera-houge here 
was the scene of the following almost incredl- 
ble and unheard-of incident: It wasthe first 
night of anew opera, entitled ‘‘Merlin,’’ by a 
new composer, ilip Rufer by name, and 
among those > Gpowded to see the novelty 
was Hans von Rujow, the illustrious pianist. 
Herr von Bulow, who was accompanied by his 
wife. had entered the lobby and was in the act 
of handing: his things to the wardrobe keeper 
when he was unceremoniously accosted by the 
liveried porter of the house and told that he 
must withdraw. Highly astonished at this 
singular interruption, the great pianist 
showed the two tickets which he had pur- 
chased,.and begged that he and his wife might 
be allowed to take uninterrupted possession 
oftheir seats. But the liveried janitor said 
that he was only acting on orders given him 
by his master, Count Hochberg, the new In- 
tendant-General of the Koyal Theaters, and 
hinted that if force had to be used there were 
policemen at hand who would readily 
assist him in the executionof his duty. Hear- 
ing this, Hans von Bulow made no resistance, 
but, giving his arm to his wife, left the pre- 
cincts of theopera, tnto which he had thus 
been refused admittance by an emphatic 
threat of brute force. It appears that the au- 
thorities of the opera had somehow got wind 
of Von Bulow’s intended visit, and proyided 
the porters and doorkeepers with copies of 
his photograph, in order that they might 
thus beable to employ the means used for 
the detection of common criminals in way- 
laving their man. 

And what was the motive for this outrage? 
It is true that during arecent visit to Prague 
Herr von Bulow spoke in unbecoming terms 
of eulogy of the musical talents of the Czechs, 
but astill graver grudge ayainst him is the 
fact that several years ago he once, in an 
eccentric and impuisive moment, referred 
to the opera at Berlin as the ‘‘Circus Hul- 
sen. Herr von Hulsen used to be Intendant- 
General of the Roygal Theaters.

Canal scheme, which, if carried out, will have 


great effect upon the commerce of the Domin- 
ion. It is nothing less than a project to 
shorten the distance between the West and 
the seaboard by a direct and continuous 
water route. The proposal is to utilize ail the 
lakes in Ontario, connecting Lake Huron with 
the Ottawa River. It is said that only twenty- 
one miles of canal will have to be constructed. 
such a route would form an outlet for Cana- 
dian and Western American grain. 

NOT A FEASIBLE SCHEME, 

The Dominion Government bas decided not to 
send out an expeditionary steamer to Hudson 
Bay this year. For the past three years steam- 
ers have been sent up to the bay, with a view 
to determining whether the bay and struits 
could be navigated for a sufficient length of 
time during the summer montbs, for commer- 
cial purposes, so us to admit of its being used 
as aroute to Europe for the shipment of the 
products of the Northwest Territories. 
Sir John Macdonald, it is understood, does not 
regurd the scheme as feasibie, although to 
quietthe people ofthe Northwest, who want 
some other outiet for the shipment of their 
products than the Canadian Pacific, Sir John 
consented to the project being put to a practi- 
cal test as far, atleast, as it depended upon 
the lenuth of the season of navivation. The 
result has not proved satisfactory as a com- 
mercial enterprise, and any further attempt to 
establish its feasibility has been abandoned. 

A COMPLETE BLOCKADE, 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, March 17.—The block- 
ade on the Canadian Pacific in the Rocky 
Mountains is complete, and there will be nu 
through trains foruafortnight.

The Discharge of Harry Hilliard Arouses a 
Tempest in the Troupe—Lillian Russell 
Said to Be Jealous of Verpona Jarbeau 
—Hilliard’s Version of His Difficulty— 
Miss Jarbeau to Leave the Company— 
An Interview With the Little French 
Woman~Manager Duff's Statement, 


Any one, to witness the performance of ‘‘A 
Trip to Africa,’’ would think that the Duff 


Opera Company were @ happy family, and 
that not a ripple disturbed the smooth 
current of their daily lives. Miss 
Lillian Russeli’s big eyes look as 
if they were only made to exchange smiles and 
languishing glances, while Vernona Jarbeau 
appears too jolly and dainty to trouble herself 
about anything unpleasant, and the others 
carry out the illusion, but since the experience 
of the company in Louisville after the dis- 
charge of Mr. Harry Hilliard by Manager J. 
©. Duff, the company has been more or less of 
a smoldering volcano. Miss Vernona Jarbeau, 
whoisascleverasshe can be and sings her 
**Pi Ouit’’ chanson in such ataking way that 
it receives several encores every night, and 
who generally is a favorite with the audience, 
seemstobethe disturbing element, because 
she is too clever to suit Miss Russell. 
THE LATTER, IT IS CLAIMED, 

is jealous of Miss Jarbeau’s success and does 
not like to have her so popular, aithough 
Miss Russell is rather generously treated 
herself. The whole trouble culminated with 
the discharge of Mr. Hilliar€, who has 


been with Mr. Duff forthree years. After Mr. 
Hilliard’s discharge he went to McCauley’s 
Theater on Friday evening of last week to 
purchase a ticket, and Treasurer Elrod re- 
fused to sell him one, and when asked if he 
had been ordered not to sell the ticket, 
answered that he had, whereupon Mr. Hil- 
liard told him to ‘‘go to h—.’’ Mr. Hilliard 
was arrested for disorderly conduct and was 
placed in the holdover, but Mr. Jeff D. Bern- 
stein went on his bond and he was released, 
On the trial of his case iu the Police Court, he 
was discharged on payment of costs. In an 
interview 

; MR. HILLIARD SAID: 

‘*T have been the tenor of the Duff company 
for three years, almost ever since I have been 
in the business, Everything wasas pleasant 
as possible with the company until Lillian 
Russell joined it this season. Since then she 
has upseteverything. She has complete con- 
trol over Duff, and runs things to suit herself. 
I had a misunderstanding with her two 
years avo in Baltimore, and since then 
she has not liked me. My trouble with Duff 
dutes buck some time, having occurred while 
we were playing in Philadelphia, rhile 
there Duff putina march by negro women, 
grote ely costumed int ghts, and the spec- 
tacle as & most disgusting and ludicrous 
one, asthe papers and everybody there an- 
nounced. This march was to take place 
while I was singing a solo. The first 
night when | stepped forward and commenced 
to sing everybody in the audience began to 
laugh. I didnot know what was the matter, 
and supposed something was the matter with 
my costume, but] soon saw they were laugh- 
ing atthe march. The next day I notified the 
Stage manager andali concerned thatthey must 
cut out the march or I would cut the song;

No attention was 
paid to this notice, and when 1 went on that 
night the orchestra commenced to play the 
solo, but I started the dialogue and the music 
stopped. The audience did not notice it, but 
Miss Russell was not ready, and she became 
furiously indignant. The next day Duff wrote 
me what I considered a most insulting letter, 
and I responded in plain English, reciting 
nothing vut facts, but using no circumven- 
tion. ? 

MISS RUSSELL’S JEALOUSY. 

‘‘This settled that matter, and now comes 
the other part. Miss Jarbeau’s contract with 
the company expires March 26. Miss Russell 
is insanely jealous of her, and is not 
anxious for her to continuelonger. Duff ac- 
cordingly has wanted to engage Miss Parker, 
of the McCaull Company, to take Miss Jar- 
beau’s place.

Tn have been with Mr. Duff 
oft and on for eight years,’’ 
she said, ‘‘and have never had any trouble 
with him or the company. Why, I never 
quarrel,’’ she added emphatically, *‘never! 
I go right along and attend to my business 
and never have a word with anyone. I did not 
dream, that Miss Russell was a bit jealous of 
me, never thought of suchathing until last 
Saturday night. We have been the best of 
friends and she was always playful and even

‘WASHINGTON NEWS, 


The Interstate Commerce Law-—Appoint- 
ments by the President, 

By Telegraph to the POSsT-DISPATC't. 

WASHINGTON, D, C., March 17.—Edward 
F. Wilson, General Passenger Agent of the 
Chicago & Northwestern road, one ofthe best 
informed men on the subject of passenger 
traffic in the country, is a firm believer in the 
wisdom ofthe interstate commerce law. He 
said to the Post- DISPATCH correspondent yes- 
terday that the provisions of the Dill justly 
and reasonably applied to passenger service 
cannot fail to exercise a salutary influence 
upon passenger revenues, its leading prin- 
ciples being more readily adaptable to pas- 
senger business, and less in conflict with the 
requirements of commerce possibly than they 
may be in their application to freight trarfic, 

‘‘Clear-headed passenger men,’’ continued 
Col. Wilson, ‘‘see no practical evil which will 
result. It is not probable that advances in 
passenger rates to the general public will be 
necessary. Whether the abolition of the dis- 
criminations which have been accorded to 
various classes of travelers will work serious 
injury to commercial business, remains to be 
seen. If it does, people who will be affected 
will no doubt be able to secure relief thrcugh 
Congress. If the abolition or restriction of 
the dead-head abuse resuits from reasonable 
application of the law, there may be mourn- 
ing in megny places, but the general verdict 
will be one of approval. The Western asso- 
ciations are co-operating to obtain what may 
be the most reasonable and just interpretation 
of the law, with a view of absolute observance 
thereof.’’ 

The General Passenger and Ticket Agents 
Association held its final session yesterday. 
A resolution expressing the desire of the 
association to act in harmony with the inter- 
state commerce law was unanimously adopted. 

REGULATING THE TELEGRAPH SERVICE. 

Senator Cuilom has said that at the next 
session of Congress he will introduce a Dill 
similartothe interstate commerce bill, regu- 
lating the telegraph system. It was his inten- 
tion to have presented the bill at the last 
session, but he was fearful that it might 
imperil the interstate commerce bill, The 
Senator is not inclined to the opinion that the 
televraph service should be controlled by the 
Government, but that the tariffs should be 
regulated. He believes a bill looking to this 
end can be passed. |

THE FORUST HILL DISASTER. 


Serious Mishap in a Chureh at Chicago— 


Another Bridge Accident. 


Boston, March 17.—The Railroad VUommis- 
sioners to-day resumed the investigation into 
the causes of the Forest Hill accident. 
Edward Lange, chief can inspector, who has 
worked with the company since 1847, and heid 
his present position since 1853, was the first 
witness Hesaid: ‘‘The cars on the Dedham 
Branch were inspected by two of my 


men every trip at Boston. They do this every 
time and examine the cars underneath and 
outside.’’George F.Folsom,Superintendent of 
Rridges, testified that he ad the care 
of the bridges of the Providence road for 
twenty-five years. He examined all the bridges 
and every part of them in the fall and spring. 
Every point is examined and the connecting 
rode are all sounded to see if they are de- 
fective. The Bussey bridge was personally 
and thoroughly examined by witness 
on February 15 last. The bridge is one of 
peculiar construction, because itis of many 
ieces. The witness then gave a history of the 
bridge and its reconstruction into an iron 
bridge. The bridge had a truss designed 
for 5,000 pounds per lineal foot. The truss 
was put in in 1876.

Both engines were run over the 
south truss, and the average deflection was 
5-16. Each engine weighed 74,900 pounds, the

THERE isa lively competition for seats 
jn the House of Delegates and in the 
Council, but there is no unseemly 
scrambling among the aspirants to define 
their position on local political matters, 
orto outline any future course that will 
help the general prosperity of the city or 
add to the comfort and happiness of the 
citizens.

These are the essential facts 
found by a Legislative committee, and no 
gloss, no form of statement can hide them 
or the crime involved. 

The committee’s belief that this crime 
cost the State nothing, and that.WALKER 
did not use his office to make the shoe 
company’s contracts more profitable, has 
nothing whatever to do with the crime it- 
self. The statute he violated was enacted 
to prevent Prison Inspectors from using | 
their offices to get into prison contracts 
‘son the ground floor,” as well as to keep 
them from acquiring a personal interest 
tending to influence their decisions in the 
discharge of their official duties. It was 
enacted to protect the State and the prison | 
contractors at the same time from the 
abuses of official power and the betrayals 
of public trust incidental to partnerships 
between prison contractors and State offi- 
cers. Even if it were proved, as it 
is not, that Auditor WALKER’s part- 
nership in the Standard Shoe Company 
cost the State nothing and was unprofita- 
ble to him; even if it were shown, as it 
has not been, that Auditor WALKER’S 
partnership was not the product of an 
official ‘“‘pinch” or ‘‘squeeze,” and that 
he was drawn into it by a contractor’s 
ring, who intended to get him in their 
power and use his guilty secret to control 
him officially—still the case would be one 
of downright felony, committed by a 
State officer, in shameless disregard of his 
official oath, when he. was sufficiently 
aware of the criminality of his conduct to 
see the necessity of hiding his guilt and 
shame by acquiring and holding his part- 
nership under another man’s name, 

If such conduct is to be condoned and 
held up as harmless in a prominent party 
leader—in a State officer chosen by the 
people to uphold the laws—in a Prison In- 
spector who is a rich man—it will, indeed, 
be demonstrated that the Penitentiary at 
Jefferson City may be officered and con- 
trolled by men as guilty as its felon 
inmates, and that it is maintained to pun- 
ish only such criminals as are poor and 
friendless. Is this Missouri Democracy?

A QUESTION OF MOMENT, 

If our municipal tax-eaters were per- 
mitted to raise the rate of taxation in this 
city from $2.55 to $3.05 on the $100, would 
they reduce the assessment from $215,000,- 
000 to $150,000,000? Let the past answer 
whether any former raising of the rate 
was ever attended by any corresponding 
reduction of the assessment. | 

In 1875, before the present Constitutional 
limit was imposed on the rate, it was 
$3.47%¢ on the $100, and yet the assessment 
(city and county) was $206,895,765.. In 1876 
when the rate was $3.42}; the assessment 
was $200,922,290. Subtracting the county 
valuation since withdrawn and adding the 
estimated value of the buildings since 
erected, we find that the assessment was 
proportionally higher when the rate was 
over $3.40 than itis now when the rate is 
kept down to $2.55 by the fundamental 
laws which went into operation in 1876 and 
1877. . 

Comptroller CAMPBELL’s amendment 
proposes toraise the rate to $3.05 on the 
$100, but does not provide that property 
in this city shall be assessed otherwise 
than according to its actual value, as the 
State Constitution requires. Such arate 
on property so assessed would be simply 
& confiscation of real estate according to 
Mr. HENRY GEORGE’s plan. 

The man who invested $1,000 in a $3,000 
house and went to work to earn money 
enough to meet the deferred payments 
would be taxed more than 9 per cent on 
his money invested and would have to pay 
the current rate of interest on the $2,000 he 
owed besides. His tax would be $0 a year 
and his interest $120. That is not the way 
to get up real estate booms, to promote 
building associations and to encourage 
workingmen to own their own homes, 


THE real estate speculation which is 
spreading all over the West and South nas 
developed one feature that is fraught with 
mischief. Land in mortmain has long 
been the bete noir of English and Ameri- 
can statesmanship. In creating corpor- 
ations all our States have jealously guard- 
ed against permitting them to become 
large Jandholders. As landlords, land 
monopolists or land speculators, they 
would prove as mischievous and as 
much ont of place in our social 
system as feudalism. But the laws which 
imit corporation landholdings to the 
Ismall area necessary for their business 
are being evaded by “land trusts,” which 
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ng While both | 


seem to be a mere device for pooling land 
titles in large tracts under a combined 
management and upon a basis of shares 
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issued to the several owners. And out in 
the Territories the ‘‘land companies” are 
multiplying rapidly, and acquiring con- 
trol of tracts far larger than those held 


by the Feudal lords of old.

BISMAROK says to France, through the 


mouth of Dr LessEPs, that he has no fault 
to find with BOULANGER’s efforts to put 
France in a state of defense; that he had 
no thought of interfering in such mat- 
ters. Those ,who credited him with 4 
purpose to demand the deposition of 
BOULANGER and the reduction of the 
French army have not considered how 
much political capital BisMARCK has 
made out of the strength of the French 
army and out of what can be easily repre- 
sented to the German people as the threat- 
ening attitude of France. This external 
danger is the new Empire’s strongest bond 
of union, and its disappearance would de- 
prive BISMARCK of the most powerful lever 
he can use in carrying out his plans for the 
consolidation of the Empire and _ the 
strengthening of the Imperial Govern- 
ment at home. 
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THE defeat of the militia bill by the Mis- 
souri Legislature was an indefensible 
blunder. But the Philadelphia Times is 
mistaken in its supposition that this State 
has hitherto been indebted to the exercise 
of military force for its immunity from 
labor riots and strike outrages. The 
Times’ prediction that the defeat of this 
bill will encourage outbreaks costing the 
State ten times the amount of the defeated 
militia appropriation may prove true, but 


with strikes in Missouri. On the other 
hand the Pittsburg riots in 1877 cost Penn- 
sylvania several millions of dollars, 
according to our recollection, notwith- 
standing the fact that she had a large 
army of militia and promptly hurled it 
against the riotous strikers as soon as the 
trouble began. 
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Missouri Militia.

The Legislature of Missouri has decided that 
it does not want any militia if a militia is to 
cost anything. The militia regiments of the 
State, five in number, have decided that if 
their services are not worth the $50,000 asked 
to maintain equipments and armories they 
are worth nothing, and have disbanded. This 
leaves the State absolutely defenseless against 
mobs and rioters, if mobs and riots should 
occur. As they bave occurred in the past, 
when there was a militia force, it is fairto 
presume that the danger of outbreaks of this 
kind will be greatly increased by the absence 
of any military force at all. A single riot 
would be likely to cost the citizens of Missouri 
ten times the $50,000 demanded as the price of 
maintaining the organizations. Thereis a kind 
of economy which is worse than the grossest 
extravagance, and the penurious Missouri 
Legislature seems to have exercised just that 
particular kind of economy in the matter of 
the militia,

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The Finality of Combination, 
From the New York WORLD. 

The proposed sale of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Road to parties controlling various other rail- 
roads, ifconsummated, promises to result in 
the greatest combination that has as yet even 
been suggested. There is no reason why the 
process cannot be continued, if the laws re- 
main as theyare, until all the railroads in the 
country are collected under one management. 
It can be seen at once that should sucha 
combination be effected it would be absolutely 
necessary to divest it of the power of doing 
harm. 

Ascompetition disappears the Government 
must take its place to protect the people from 
the evils of monopoly. This is an indisput- 
able proposition, and the sooner the combina- 
tion men look it in the face the better. Upon 
the people also will resta multiplied neces- 
sity of driving corporation corruption out of 
legislative bodies. 

The development of combination will bring 
on the crisis between the railroad men and the 
people, and when the monopoly is established 
the people will control it. Otherwise repre- 
sentative government will become useless.

Dispatches went flying back and forth yes- 
terday between this city and, Washington, 
and the outcome of it was that the 
Treasury agents were authorized to go ahead 
with the count of the money in the 
local Sub-Treasuury vaults. Accordingly the 
six experts from Washington have been busy 


at Gen. Edwards’ office getting things ready 
for the beginning to-morrow. It will be no 
small task either, and they do not expect 


to finish the last pile of money 
until at least ten days have rolled 
by. To-day they have been preparing 


the test bags which will be used on tie 
balances as weights are on ordinary scales. 
This statement necessitates the expiana- 
tion that prone | to the eneral 
belief ail the money is not counted piece by 


piece. This task would be beyond the power 
of the Department, ag it would consume 
months to handie eath coin. ‘The pian

: THE PARADE. 

Tbe preparations for the parade were most 
complete. Grand Marshal Dan Linaban per- 
fected arrangements and appointed his aides 
and marshals a week ago,and has since devoted 
much of his time to the minor details, so that 
the movement of the column, both in its sev- 
eralintegral parts and asa body, was a@ mar- 
vel of military smoothness. 

In response to the orders of the Grand 

Marshal all societies taking partin the parade

A LIVELY MILL. 

Some little excitement was created in the 
lobby this morning by a fight between Frank 
Bontils, a committee clerk, and Chief Clerk 
Turner C. Hornbuckle of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Bonfils is a graduate of West 
Point, and in the knockout, which was inter- 
rupted in its incipiency by the Lystanders, he 
handied himself in a thoroughbred fashion, 
inflicting severe punishment upon the Chief 
Clerk’s head. The quarrel grew out of an old 
misunderstanding, the basis of which is 
Known only to the interested parties. 

‘The Senate this morning passed a railroad 
bill of considerable importance introduced by 
the Senate Committee on Internal Improve- 
ments. The bill provides that ‘‘in all cases 
where the right of way of any railroad com- 
pany passes through any canyon, pass, 
defile or other’ similar place, where 
itis impossible without extraordinary expense 
to construct two railroads, each having a 
right of way 100 feet wide, it shall be compe- 
tent forany courtof chancery of this State, 
having jurisdiction of the proper parties, to 
order or decree that two or more railroad 
companies nay construct and operate sep- 
arate tracks over and upon the same right of 
way.’’ 

THE GENERAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

Senator Proctor, Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations, states this 
morning that the general appropriation bill, 
which has passed the House, will be reported 
back to the senate by the committee to-mor- 
row morning. Under the rules the bill can be 
taken up and placed upon its passage imme- 
diately. Most of the Senators favor its puas- 
sage as soon as possible, and the bill will 
probably be placed on its third reading to- 
morrow morning. 

The Senate passed the House bill prohibiting 
the keeping of opium joints, and then tooka 
recess until this afternoon. 

THE HOUSE. 

The House bill reducing the maximum pas- 
senger rate to 2 cents per mile on trunk 
lines and to3 cents on branch lines was read 
the third time and passed. 

The House bill increasing the salary of the 
Adjutant-General of the State to %,000 per 
annum was defeated. 

THE WOODS LOCAL OPTION BILL. 

The House this morning, by a vote of 80 
yeas to 43 nays, passed the Woods local op- 
tion bill. The bill, having previously passed 
the Senate, requires only the signature of the 
Governor to become a iaw. It provides for 
local option by counties, excepting in cities 
of over 2,500 inhabitants, in which a sep- 
arate vote shall be taken. The provisions 
of the present law relating to petitions for 
dramshop licenses are in no way changed or 
amended. In view of the passage of the Woods 
bill by both branches of the General Assembly 
further action upon the House local option 
bill by the Senate is extremely improbable. Be- 
fore its passage the bill was amended by strik.- 
ing out the clause exempting from its pro- 
visions the sale and manufacture of wines, 
and piacing wines under the same restrictions 
as otber intoxicating beverages. The vote on 
the bill was as follows:
